LIBRARY  AUTOMATION  WORKSHOP

of  computers  in  The  processing  of  library  data.  Tech- 
niques for  analyzing  problems  and  writing  programmes 
to  carry  out  typical  iibrary  procedures  wiil  be  explained 
to  clarify  the  problem  of  man/machine  communication.
